OFFICIAL COMMUNIOUES _ 
FROM THE GREAT WAR. 


ARIS, Jan. 2.—The following offi- 


P the War Office tonight: 

“There are no notable occurrences 
to report other than a sustained can- 
nonading against our trenches to the 
east of Vermelles and the region to 
the north of Chaultnes last night and 
a German attack to the west of the 
Consenvoye wood (north of Verdun,) 
which faliled.”’ 

‘The War Office this afternoon gave 
out an additional announcement as 
follows: 

“During the night of December 31- 
January 1, the enemy delivered at nu- 
merous points along the’ front a series 


of attacks which were repulsed with 
ease. 


was, during the day of January 1, the 
scene of a very serious artillery en- 
gagement which took place on the 
dunes of Nieuport and at Zonne- 
beke. 

“At St. Georges the enemy did not 
continue his counter-attacks and all 
our gains have ‘been retained. In the 
regions of Arras, of Albert and of 
Roye there have been artillery duels. 

“The enemy blew up two of our 
caissons between Beaumetz and Achi- 
court, In revenge we demolished ‘he 
enemy's trenches at Parvillers and at 
La Botsselle, and we stopped the op- 
erations of the mine thrower set up 
in front of Fricourt. ; 

“Our artillery also obtained happy 
results in the region of the Aisne, 
where it silenced the artillery of the 
enemy and dispersed several concen- 
trations of German troops. We have 
installed ourselves on the plateau of 
Mouvron in certain excavations 
caused by the explosion of mines.

OVER MEXICO. 


ACTION BY ARGENTINA, CHILE 
AND AMERICA FAVORED. 


Secretary of State Lucero of New 
Mexico Tells Wilson’ this is Best 
Way to Solve Problems Below 
Border Which He Fears will Lead 
United States into War. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE—EXCIUSIVE DisPaTCH.} 

SANTA FE (N. M) Jan. 2.—That 
the United States of America and the 
republics of Argentina and Chile in 
South America should form a protec- 
torate over the republic of Mexico, for 
a period of twenty-five years, in order 
to. establish peace and a permanent 
form of-repubi. 1n government there, 
is suggested in a . mmitinication pre- 
pared by Antonio Lucero, Secretary of 
State of New Mexico, and dispatched 
to President Wilson through Congress- 


Assistant Secretary of the Interior. 
Mr. Lucero, who is one of the most 
highly educated and best informed 
Spanish-Americans of the ‘Southwest, 
has made a close and critical study of 
conditions in Mexico, and he speaks 
with an assurance that seems to have 
foundation in desires of educated men 
in that republic. | 
“Such a protectorate,” says Mr. 
Lucero, “would have for its main ob- 


ject to see to it that governments were 
elected according to law and allowed 
to serve when installed In office until 
the end of their term, thus affording 
them an opportunity, which ts impos- 
sible under present conditions, to put 
into practice some.or al! of the re- 
forms wanted .for the betterment of 
conditions in which the poor classes 
find themselves today. 

“There are thousands upon thous- 
ands of good men in Mexico today. 
They are just as patriotic and loyal 
as can. be found anywhere, but they 
will be powerless to help their coun- 
try out of the present chaos so long 
as the poor classes remain unedu- 
cated and homeless, serving aS an easy 
prey to the cunning of unscrupulous 
‘leaders who incite them to take up 
arms against the government when- 
ever it may sult their purpose to do BO. 
have ventured this suggestion,’ 
the message concludes, “not because 
I doubt for a moment the ability of 
our government to cope with the Mex- 
ican situation. Indeed its policy 
seems to have the sanction not only 
of a vast majority of our people, but 
of the whole civilized world, and of 
this I feel correspondingly proud, for 
I am one of those who believe our 
President to be one of the grdatest 
men that ever lived. President Wil- 
son’s wise and sane policy in dealing 
with the Mexican situation aloue -has 
kept us out of trouble with that coun- 
try thus far, and the driving force of 
hig master mind has kept the war 
spirit within bounds in our country, 
But I fear that one of these days we 
shall be forced into war with our 
neighbors by the injudicious and reck- 
less acts of some of the bands oper- 
ating in the northern part of the re- 
public, unless the war soon comes to 
an end, and the desire to eliminate the 
possibility of such a oonflict has in- 
fluenced my mind in favor of the pro- 
tectorate I suggested. 

Mr. Lucero recites some important 
events of the revolutionary history of 
Mexico during the last five years, and 
declares that the elevation of any man 
to power in that republic under these 
conditions will not have the effect of 
restoring peace. He takes the part 
of the poor people and declares that, 
“griven almost mad by desperation, 
some men among those people have 
incited them to revolt and have cour- 
ageously led them into a fight which 
had for its object the 
land mon¢polies of the country and 
the establishment of better conditions 
for the agrarian classes; but, noble 
and patriotic as their stand seems to 
be, no good will come to them from it 
so long as the bandit is given a chance 
to organize revolutionary movements 
under the cloak of patriotism, with no 
other object in view than that of en- 
riching himself at the expense of the 
suffering of his fellow-men.

PALPABLE GRAFTS. 
Here are a few palpable grafts that 


tree, under whose shade so many of 
the faithful repose. 


(1.) State jobs for members of the 
Legislature who support the ad- 
ministration measures. This reduces 
itself to buying votes in the mast ele- 
mental form, but.it is a great im- 
provement over the old plan, because 
it is the State and not the individual 
or the corporation that puts up the 
money. After the close of the 1911 
session of the Legislature, Johnson 
gave twenty-three ‘members State 
jobs. This was the price paid for a 
“Progressive” seat in the United 
States Senate. The same policy was 


followed in 1913, and is already piay-}!

this year. This form of graft is pro-

Under an honest and efficient admin- 
istration this might be a salutary 
measure.

“Is it any wonder that we turn to

One of the requirements of officers 
is that they take regular examinations 
aside from the other work required. 
For the privilege of holdiiig a com- 
mission, the officers in this school are 
required to do examination work that 
consumes twenty-seven hours a 
month. 

From the Adjutant-General’s office 
in Sacramento two of the tests issued 
in December were obtained. Capt. E. 
H. Yule, United States Field Artillery, 
inspector-instructor of the National 
Guard, mapped out an examination 
in basic course. The questions are: 

1. Describe how to fold a saddle 
blanket. 

2. Describe how to saddle an ani- 
mal and comment on same. 

8. Describe all the “aids” which 
determine the movements and gaits of 
a horse. 

4. Describe fully how to fit the 
harness, complete, to a wheel pair of 
animals and how to hitch them to a 


ca ; 
5. You have hitched six green ani- 
mais to a gun carriage, such as is 
usual whem you turn out mounted. 
All of the @rivers are untrained. Re- 
peat the Instructions that you would 
give before starting to or attempting 
to move forward. 
(Five other...questions must be 
anewered, involving various rules, for- 
mations and orders to be given and 
involving, considerable written 
exercises. ) 
Five essays of 600 words each are 
required in another examination. This 
makes 3000 words divided in 600- 
word installments as follows: On 
grooming animals, on feeding and car- 
ing for animals; on training animals 
for draft, on shoeing a horse, on hon- 
ors with relation to enlisted men, 
RED-TAPE WORK. 


The three days required to do this 
work are to be taken from the twenty 
days’ time allowed for the examina- 
tion. If the papers are mailed to the 
officers at the armory, which is usually 
the case, several days are lost  be- 
tween time of mailing from Sacra- 
mento and the date of receipt by the 
officer when he goes to the armory. 
In addition to this the officers are 
required to do the routine work, a 
mass of paper work, and enough other 
work to consume more of their time 
than an ordinary wage-earner can af- 
ford to give. 

If there is an absence of enthusiasm 
in the face of the mass of red-tape 
the reason is not obscure. 

The difficulties in the National 
Guard are not isolated, by any means. 
For instance, there is Bakersfield. 
Uniess its membership is recruited 
to full strength by the time for the 
next inspection, Co. L, Second Infan- 
try, with headquarters in that city, 
will be mustered out of the service. 
Orders to this effect were received 
some time ago by Capt. Lucien Beer, 
but he kept the fact quiet until re- 
cently in the hope of getting the 
needed recruits without publicity. Fif- 
teen men are still needed, and enlist- 
ments are siow. The company did 
have full membership some months 
back, but between men leaving Bak- 
ersfield and enlistments expiring, the 
ranks have been depleted. ;

FRANCISCO'S NEW YEAR’S EVE. | 
The Most Wonderful Outdoor Revel in All America Happily | 


_ Described by a Los Angeles Girl Who Had the 
Gayest Night of Her Life. 


By JEANNE REDMAN, 


This is the greatest night in the history of San Francisco, and the 
city welcomes the dawn of 1915 with a riot of noise and color. 
The happy crowds throng Market street from Van Ness avenue to 
the Ferry building. The street is carpeted with confetti, and over- 
head the streamers which have been thrown over the trolley wires 
make a brightly-colored arbor of the broad thoroughfare. 

A vast, human stream flows slowly along the street, tangled in 


happy laughter and a dash of confetti from the offenders.

in peace. But as long as we are wnpro- 
tected, as long as military nations with 
good cause have contempt for our arma- 


} ment, just so long is there danger of war. 


Peace treaties are scarcely worth the paper 
upon which they are written. But coast 
defense, submarines and monitors pass 


current for peace the world over. 


And while the coast defenses of Los 
Angeles and other cities weeded, it 


has been made apparent by th@ European | 


war that permanent defenses ware of far 


less value than was generally thoiight by | 


military experts. It is n@w believed that 


the German howitzers conid ruin Gibraltar, | 


even as they destroyed the so-called im- 
pregnable fortresses of Antwerp. 

But in this war the submarines are 
making a great showing. Mines and sub- 
marines have not only protected the Ger- 
man sea coast from a bombardment that 
could, otherwise, easily be made by the fleets 
of the allies, but German submarines have 
advanced far out to sea and done effective 
destruction. And so it seems apparent that 
the coast defenses should be supplemented 
by submarine flotillas. 

The submarines have shown themselves 
capable of going great distances at sea 
and sinking ships that were not even aware 
of the enemy until the torpede had ex- 
ploded. The submarines are not expensive, 
and they are effective. They are peculiarly 
designed for defense—-that is, for aggression 
on the invader. With coast defenses at 
every important seaport and a flotilla of 
submarines at each and every seaport to 
supplement the strength ‘of the present, or 
a slightly larger navy, we might well . be 
sure that no foreign power would attempt 
an act of aggression. 

No nation will dare send its battle fleet 
or transport fleet into waters that swarm 
with submarines. No nation’ will venture to 
commission its fleet to approach a codst that 
is heavily lined with fortifications. And 
while it may be taken as aggressive mili- 
tariem to establish a standing army of 


a million and more men, or to build a fleet 
of scores of superdreadnaughts, it certainly 
cannot be conceived of as aggressive mill- | 


tarism to line the coast with defenses and 
strew the home waters with submarines. 
And the cold facts are simply these: As 
much as the United States wants peace. it 
may, by a sudden turn of events, be thrown 
unexpectedly into war.

IS NIETZSCHE ANTI-CHRIST? 


BY HARRY BOWLING. 

“We are at an unexampled crisis of hie- 
tory. Civilization is in danger. The world 
points with scorn at the amazing outbreak 
if violence among Christian nations.”» Thus

Wilson from the churches of America, pub- 
lished in the Christian Herald. 

- Behind the actual waging of war is the 


spirit that creates war, and fio president 
or ruler or statesman or divine can avert 
war till this spirit has been laid. This 
brings us to the undeniable fact that a

Strange new ‘note has been rincing round 
the earth since tho openine of the twen- 
tieth century. And it is not a Christian 
note; it is not national, nor occidental, nor 
anti-religious, nor anarchica!—it is a re- 
version to first principles. and it has been 
gaining in power since the close of the 
year 1899, the year in which a then little 
read German dogmatist of Polish descent 
died in a madhouse. 

And on and on ever since then the cult | 
of Nietzscheism has been spreading far and 
wide; it has been translated into every lan- 
guage, its followers have increased a hun- 
gredfold, its precepts are coloring the polt- 
cies of all nations. Many who have never 
read a syllable of Nietzsche's writing are 
nevertheless unconsciously molding their 


compelling theses. 

Is Nietzsche, whose teachings have found 
their apotheosfs in the savage outbreak of 
warring Europe, the menace of the twen- 
tieth century? is it against this new 
prophet and the subtle esoteric influence 
of his doctrines that the Christian world 


must.embrace itself for a spiritual life and 
death struggle? If so..the Christian worid 
must take some more drastic course than 
appealing piteously to the President of the 
United States to frame q new world con- 
stitution. 

It must fight the growing influence of 
Nietzscheism with a Christianity—-mot such 


as Was sufficient to convert the fishermen , 
of Galiliee or the pagans of Ephesus and | 


Rome—but with a Christianity capable of, 
getting a-grip on the modern mind of @ 
scientific age and welding into its most 


iron moods the gold of the ancient religion. 
t 


For Nietzsche is an tconoclast, iron and 
modern. His hard 
cal and intellectual superman, his demand 
to propagate strength by exterminating 
weakness, his scientific indifference to suf- 
fering: these are seeds bearing fruit in all 
parts of the earth. 

Is not Europe indorsing Nietzsche's prin- 
ciples of redemption by force alone? “You 
say it is a good cause which halloweth even 
war. I say unto you it is the good war 
which halloweth every cause.” Europe is 
already alead of her teacher; she is hal- 
lowing a bad war. “What is more harm- 
ful than vice?” he asks. “Pity for the weak 
and helpless.” Is this to be the next step 
taken in this war of the super-nations? | 


Nietzsche was also a Dionysian. He re- 


virility, his master , 
| morality against slave morality. his physi- 


joiced in the struggle and also in the full 
surfeit of its fruits: he was a man without 
limits. With conjectures beyond things 
terrestrial he was not corncerned. 
taught the earth for earth-men, till the 
superman arrived—not a Savior from above 
but a glorified evoluted ape from below. 
“We should only believe in a God that

knows how to’ dance.” “Pangs of con- 
science are indecent.” “The demand to be 
loved is the greatest of presumptions.” 
“Man shall be trained for war and woman 
for the re-creation of the warrior. All else 
“Thou goest to woman: do not 
forget thy whip.” “Therefore the spirit — 
that has won its freedom tramples wpon 
that contemptible kind of comfort. which 
tea-grocers, Christians. cows, women and 
democrats worship in their dreams.” These 
are some of the texts with which Nietzsche | 
challenges the Sermon on the Mount. 

Is not his atmosphere already tinging 
American thought? The surface is not yet 
rippled but the undercurrent is there. He 
has no priesthood, no ritual, no house of 
worship, and therein lies the strength and 
the danger of the man. For his words are 
full of force and fire and they sink into the 
minds of many thoughtful men in their 
common unémotional hours. These are im- 
pressions that last, they are not transient 
religious excitements. 

Like Martha we modern Christians “are 
careful about many things.” About Sun- 
day-school picnics. vested choirs, the tune 
of a hymn, the abolition of alcohol, card- 
playing sinners, funds for foreign missions. 
building larger churches, renting more 
pews. And all the time the strong silent 
sweep of Nietzschean thought is soaring up- 
ward into the moral codes of man, in a 
stream that if unchecked may sweep away 
Christianity like a chip in a mill race. 

Impossible, you say? Christianity is too 
firmly founded? Yes. and so was the peace 
of Europe. And already Christianity is 
floundering to find the reagon for war and 
addressing appeals for relief to a civil ex- 
ecutive. That woman is essentially Chris- 
tian, and that she is in a noble sense 
stronger than man-~—and that Nietzsche dis- 
missed her as of small importance—in this 
lies the chief hope that spirituality ig bound 
in the long run to overcome materialiem. 
that love, not force, must finally redeem the 
race.

STRIKING CHANGES CAUSED BY 
COUNTY’S GROWTH TOLD BY 
CAPT. FREDERICKS. 


Capt. Fredericks, who now iays 
down the duties of District Attorney 
to engage in private practice, yester- 
day called attention to the growth of 
the county and changes in the Dis- 
trict Attorney's office in the twenty 
years he has been connected with 
it. 


* “When I took charge,” he said, 
“five deputies and one stenographer 
served the 100,000 inhabitants of the 
county and had some leisure. Today 
with 800,000 inhabitants, it requires 
the constant vigilance of fifty men 
and women. From January to De- 
cember of 1914, 74,882 persons visited 
the office, each with a tale of sorrow 
or request for information. . 

“No other District Attorney's office 
except Chicago or New York has 
handled the volume of work we have 
» had. The system of investigating 
crime, prior to trial, while adding to 
the cost of the District Attorney's 
office, hundreds of dollars, eliminates 
cost in trial work thous- 
ands of dollars. Eighty-five per 
cent. of the men we charge with 
crime today plead guilty without trial. 
This system of thorough investigation 
has never been followed in any other 


jurisdiction I have been familiar 
with. 
“I do not think any other District 


Attorney has had crowded into his 
service more important cases than I! 
have had. My first big case was the 
killing of a man by the name of 
Broom by N. M. Melrose of Acton. 

“Many of the big cases of recent 
years are still fresh in the minds of 
the people. As my mind goes back 
over them, they all seem big-——big to 
somebody; big to the man or woman 
whose liberty was at stake; big to 
society, whose peace and tranquility 
Was threatened; big to the develop- 
ment of society 


rogress. 

“Well, I am done. I have doubt- 
less made some mistakes. In the 
nature of things, I have made many 
enemies, who have said bitter things 
and have thought bitter things. Such 
is the lot of men who fight society's 
battles. However, I close that book. 
I forgive them, every one. . 

“T have also made many friends, 
and now that 1 am no longer a public 
oficial, I will devote my time, my 
energy and my leisure to the enjoy- 
ment of the friendships, strong, sub- 
stantial and true, that have accumu- 
lated in the past years. TI am glad 
I had this opportunity to study hu- 
manity, and to know my fellow man 
and to help him.”

“Too much monotony in politics, I 
reckon, Year after year I voted the 
Republican ticket at 10 o'clock in the 
morning. Then went right to the of- 
fice and wrote up a truthful account 
of the election, and went out and tried 
my best to hunt up some news. That 
went on for many years. | 

“But on the other hand, one Fourth 
of July a cyclone came down Filint 
Creek and unroofed the city of Bur- 
lington; blew all the freight trains in 
the yards into the Mississippi River; 
changed the channel of the river, and 
pet it over in Illinois, a mile and a 
half east of Sagetown, and altered the 
gauge. of the narrow-gauge railroad 
to a standard gauge. 

“Things were getting too variegated. 
Do I ever want to go back? Well, 
yes, maybe. But I dassent. For the 
people there were so friendly to me 
that when they talked about me they 
said so many good things about me;

away lest they find me out. I'm gafer 
to keep on being a stranger.”

HALF A MILLION GAIN, 


Clearings Average Better than for 
Previous Week—Marked Increase 
Expected this Year. 

New Year's week revealed a ten- 
dency on the part of bank clearings 
to increase sharply. A daily average 
gain of approximately $500,000 was 
revealed over the previous week. ‘The 
total clearings were $17,653,584. 

Everything will combine to increase 
in a great degree the volume of the 
city’s business during 1915. Conse- 
quentiy it is expected that a new rec- 
ord in clearings will be established.

The 
watchman in charge of the parking 
space at the Ship Cafe is also alleged 
to have overheard conversations be- 
tween the two detectives. 

DIVORCE SUIT FILED. 

Mr. Hoskins filed suit for divorce 
several days ago, charging his wife 
with misconduct with a man named 
F. M. Baker. He asks the custody of 
their three young children. Mr. and 
Mrs. Hoskins were married eighteen 
years ago in the Hast and have re- 
sided here about ten years. 

Mrs. Hoskins in her wer denies 
the allegation of misconduct, sets 
forth in detail the methods used by 
the detectives alleged to have been 
hired by her husband and asks that 
the court compel him'‘to pay her $200 
a month during the pendency of the 
divorce action. She also asks $500 
attorney fees and $150 costs and ex- 
penses. 5 

She asserts that in March, 1914, 
her husband, while in an angry mood, 
informea her that he did not purpose 
longer to live with her and intended 
to desert her. Also that he requested 
and denimnded of his wife that she 
bring a divorce suit against him and 
to procure from him a legal separa- 
tion. This, she says, she refused to 
do and so informed him. They lived 
together until September 28, last, 
during which time, she alleges, he 
treated her in a cruel and inhuman 
manner and was abusive to her. 

During this period, she alleges, upon 
advice of counsel, she investigated the 
conduct of Mr. Hoskins “with respect 
to his relations with a certain wom- 
an.” Testimony along this lHne wil) 
probably be brought out in court. Mr. 
Hoskins is alleged to have left his 
wife the latter part of September. 

About two weeks after his depar- 
ture, she asse that a person giv- 
ing the name of “Ambruse” tele- 
phoned her on several cvcasions, and 
Mmformed her that he was an intimate 
friend of an aunt of Mrs. Hoskins who 
lives in Texas, and that he desired to 
become acquainted with her on ac- 
count of his intimate friendship with 
the aunt. That thereafter “‘Ambrose’”’ 
called at the residence of Mrs. Hos- 
kins on several occasions and made 
himself very agreeable and pretended 
to know the aunt well and seemed 
well informed concerning her. 

THAT TRIP TO VENICE. 

On December 12, last, she asserts. 
“Ambrose” telephoned her and invit- 
ed her and her sister to go for an au- 
tomobile ride, which invitation was 
accepted. When the two women met 
“Ambrose” he introduced a man by 
the name of “Decker.” who said he 
was stopping at the Alexandria Hotel. 
She says “Ambrose” did not tell her 
when he invited her that he had a 
friend who was going on the ride. 
After driving about the city some 
time “Ambrose” produced a bottle

which he said contained a very light 
and dry cocktail of his own manufac- 


lone. and requested the women to 
nk. 

Mre. Hoskins says she drank from 
the bottle, but her sister did 
touch it, and thet shortly after, she 
felt her knees tremble and expert- 
enced a strange feeling of distress, but 
she attributed the distress to the 
potency of the Naquor. “Ambrose” 
then ordered the chauffeur to head the 
big touring car toward Venice, saying 
that he had ordered dinner at the 
Ship Cafe, to which cafe her hus- 
band on numerous occasions had con- 
ducted her. 

She says she felt so ill when the 
machine reached the cafe that she 
was hardly able to walk from the 
car to the cafe. Immediately upon 
the persons being seated at the sup- 
Per table “Ambrose” ordered Mrs. 
Hoskins a drink, which he sald would 
relieve her distress, bpt, which, on the 
contrary. made her very ill. Short!v 
thereafter, “Ambrose” and “Decker” 
left the table and went out of her 
sight. “Decker” returned and offered 
to walk with her in the open air in 
order that her sickness might be al- 
leviated. 

From this point Mrs. Hoskins 
doesn't remember what happened and 
relies for her information upon the 
affidavits and evidence of other 
parties. The answer asserts that 
when she failed to return to the sup- 
per table her sister became worried 
and “Ambrose” said he would help 
find her. According to Mrs. Peters’s 
affidavit, about midnight her atten- 
tion was attracted to some alterca- 
tion at the foot of the stairs leading 
to the hotel. 

She saw Mrs. H and a men, 
who was endeavoring to persuade her 
to accompany him up the stairs and 
that she stated that she did not wish 


to “bring my sister Ruby to me.” Mrs. 
Peters said Mrs. Hoskins appeared in 
a dazed or sick condition and that 
they remained at the foot of the 
Stairs for fully fifteen minutes, dur- 
ing which time Mrs. Hoskins was crvy- 
ing and insisting that her sister be 
called.

The man registered 
as “Tom Decker and wife, L. A.’ 
“During all this time Mrs. Hoskins 
appeared dazed and paid no atten- 
tion to what was going on. 
assisted her to the room I assigned.

“Ruby.” I had hardly left the room 
when three men appeared, looked at 
the register and at once proceeded to 
the room and knocked on the door 
The lights in the room were extin- 
guished and the three men entered 
while I stood by the door.” She said 
Mrs. Hoskins was sitting in a chair.

The yellow man is Ow Kum Chieu, 
and for the past month he has been 
a hanger-on at the “Holy Roller” 
camp meeting in progress at Los An- 
geles harbor. He professed conver- 
sion to the white man’s religion, and 
when it came to doing a flying leap 
in the air, or a clever exposition of 
the jiu-jiteu, it is alleged that Ow 
Kum Chieu was there with all the 
goods. 

In addition to being a zealous ad- 
vocate of calisthenic religion, ow 
Kum Chieu was a Chinese smuggler, 
a job he carried as a sort of side 
line with his theological stunt. Yes- 
terday morning the celestial, with In-

Count Haeseler Plays Unique 
Role in the War. 


Astonishes Troops by Utter 
Contempt of Danger. 


Too Old to Command, Simply 
Follows Army. 


P. FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE. 
BERLIN, Dec. 12.—Old Count Hae- 
seler, the retired field marshal, is 
playing a unique role in this war. Some 
twenty years ago military men, both 

German and foreign, were accusto 
to look to him as leader 
armies in the event of a war, as he 
had acquired a great reputation' as a 
strategist. But the war did not come 


‘lan attack. The men were advancing 


in time to give him his great opportu- 
nity. He had fought through three 
ware—against Denmark in 1864, 
against Austria in 1866, and against 
France in 1870, but he was then too 
young to attain high rank, and when 
the present war broke out jhe was too 
old to command an army. Though he 
was approaching his seventy-ninth 
year, he went to the Kaiser, it is said, 
and begged permission to accompany 
the troops into France, pleading hu- 
morously that he had lost a rib there 
in 1870 which he wanted to find. 
‘Haeseler got the Kaiser's consent, 
and for weeks he was following the 
German armies, astonishing the sol- 
diers with his utter contempt of dan- 
ger. His former orderly, Arnold 
Rechberg, tells in a German monthly 
some interesting stories about his daily 
life with the old field marshal. It has 
repeatedly occurred, says Rechberg. 
that the Count has ridden in the fir- 
ing line of the infantry while making 


target of French rifles; and 
he was even fired upon by machine 
cuns and cannon without being hit. In 
this way a superstitious tradition has 
found foothold among the soldiers as 
to the old marshal being supernatu- 
rally bullet-proof. 

An incident tllustrating his cool dar- 
ing occurred in a certain battle when 
he was approaching a village in which 
the natives were firing upon the Ger- 
mans from their barred houses. To the 
left and the right the German lines 
were advancing. Somebody warned 
him not to ride through the village 
owing to the “sniping” going on there; 
but he rode through without getting a 
scratch. Arrived at the farther side 
he met a patrol under a lieutenant 


and remarked to him: 
advise you not to ride through this 
village; the citizens are firing from 
their windows, and you would be in’ 


danger.” 

On another occasion the old general 
was watching from the edge of a 
wood a battle in which the Germans 
were trying to dislodge the French 
from a village which was strongly oc- 
cupied. After a time firing from the 
village ceased, but it was still uncer- 
tain whether the French had with- 
drawn. so it was decided to send for- 
ward a patrol. When the patrol rode 
into the village the first man it met 
was Coynt Haeseler, accompanied by 
his orderly and a French prisoner. He 
had anticipated the patrol on the 
guess that the French had left. Both 
he and the orderly were unarmed, but 
when they saw a French soldier lin- 
gering in the 
loped up to hirn and said in a threat- 
ening tone: “You are my prisoner.” 
Whereupon the Frenchman threw 
down his rife, made a military salute, 
and replied: “Yes, my general.” 

In another battle he sat under a 
walnut tree at the edge of a vili-

minutes later another only 100 yards 
short. An officer was calling Hae- 
seler’s attention to this when a third 
shell fell only fifty yardsaway. “Two 
more, gentlemen,” remarked the old 
marshal,. “and they will hit the wal- 
nut tree.” As the party moved away 
another shell exploded still nearer, and 
a moment later the tree was squarely 
hit. It was soon ascertained that the 
Mayor of the village was in telephone

story does not tell what was the fate 
of the Mayor. 

Despite his great age the Count 
still has a remarkable endurance. It 
.is said that he has remained in the 
saddle as much as fourteen hours a 
day im some parts of the present war. 
He is very abstemious in food and 
drink; he lives chiefly from milk and 
eggs, eating only a little meat; and he 
drinks no alcohol whatever.

WITH TRENCHES. 


Two Hundred Miles o/ 
Ditches Encircle Capital. 


Many Pits in Front Concealed 


City Thought Impregnable to 
of Invaders.

PARIS, Dec. 15.—The army of ex- 
«avators who, early in September, be- 
gan to dig Paris in when a German 
siege was threatened, have completed 
their work. 

The Genera! Confederation of Work- 
ers alone sent 5000 volunteers who pro- 
vided their own digging tools, and were 
merely recompensed by a daily ration 
of food. Thousands of Belgian refugees 
hunted from their own land have also 
assisted in the work. 

The city now lies in the cenetr ef an 
entrenched camp whose diameter is 


about sixty miles, and whose circum-! 


ference is nearly 200 miles. This is 
surrounded by row after row of 
trenches thoroughly covered in. with 
logs and turf through which logp- 
holes haye been left for rifie fire. All 
of them communicate with each other 
and contain traverse banks of earth to 
t hem being eenfiladed by infan- 
or machine-gun fire. Out beyond 
them are rifie pits and barbed wire 
entanglements placed in all positions, 
where an attack might originate. 
Still other precautions .have been 
taken in front of the advanced line of 


trenches by the digging of deep 
trenches whose existence is hidden by 
a light covering of branches and turf, 
making them invisible to approaching 
cavalry, infantry or artillery, and 
forming veritable traps into which an 
attacking force might fall a prey to 
the defenders’ machine guns and rifles. 

The approaches to rn trenches 
from the rear consist subterranean 
galleries which permit the reliefs to 
be made without any exposure of the 
men. 

All along this front posts of obser- 
vation have been established, each of 
which is constantly occupied by at 
least three men provided with power- 
ful field glasses, and in direct tele- 
phonic communication with headquar- 
ters, and with the artillery batteries 
in the immediate vicinity. The em- 
placements of these batteries are 
known only to the headquarters staff 
and to the men who serve the guns, al) 
of which are buried tn the earth, only 


their muzziles protruding. For the 
benefit of the gunners the range of 
all prominent objects in the front 


have been measured. 

Behind the lines of trenches runs a 
light railroad line for the purpose of 
bringing up ammunition a food 
and also, if necessary, reinforcements 
of men to any point which might be 
menaced. Further on for the 
conveyance of reinf ents is at 
hand in the large num of automo- 
biles of all kinds which can make the 
journey speedily from any one point to 
another, carrying groups of armed 


men. 

The existing forts also have been 
strengthened, but now only serve as 
supporting points and depots for large 
bodies of troeps resting from their 
trench duty.

CAVE-DWELLERS 
FIRING LINE. 


Thousands of Men Live in 
Holes in the Ground, 


One Hill in Galicia Shelters 
Over Three Regiments. 


Here the Soldiers Sleep, Eat, 
Fight and Make Merry. 


P. FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE } 

BERLIN, Dec. 15.—Not since the 
Pleistocene age has cave-dwelling 
been so universal a mode of life in 
Europe as today. Altogether there 
are hundreds of thousands of men, 
on and off the firing line, who bur- 
row for shelter from the enemy’s fire 
and the weather's inclemency this 


winter. Vast underground cities have 


In Galicia the Associated Press cor- 
respondent saw a hill which had five 
tiers of caves, in rows of forty each. 
The entire establishment sheltered 
2500 men. 

And life in the earth dwellings is 

le, according to all accounts. 
The men in their letters,-at least, 
speak of their caves with as much 
feeling as they do of home. Though 
snow and rain beat down without, 
the wind howl and great guns boom, 
the cave is always snug and warm, 
especially if it has been possible to 
gather enough straw for the floor 
/and bed, and usually safe. 

So agreeable is life in the cave, 
in fact, that the little humor con- 
tained tn letters from soldiers at the 
front is nearly always connected 
with it. 

“I have been in this bombproof 
turnout for ten days,” sdys the letter 
of a German army surgeon. ‘“To- 
ward the front not a house or barn 
is standing. There not a place in 
which we might le our horses 
and since our ambulances would be 


a fine target for the enemy’s artil- 
lery, we have establised our first aid 
station In a roomy cave, about 120 


feet. 


feet from the firing line. Two pas- 
sages, cut deep in the earth, give ac- 
cess to the cave, in which there is 
room for about six wounded, in ad- 
dition to several persons of the sani- 
tary service. Close to our cave lie 
the underground villas of the eur- 
geons and the battalion commander 
and his adjutant, also the club, which 
has been named the Thirsty Cave- 
dweller. 

“The inn ts a pearl of an institu- 
tion, suited alike for summer and 
winter traffic, and recommended to 
People suffering from nerves, ennui, 
superculture and sickly esthetics. It 
is also an excellent cure for alcohol- 
ism. A physician is constantly in at- 
tendance. Prices are reasonable, and 
living in the club costs nothing ex- 
cept possibly your life. The interior 
equipment and decorations are 
charming. You wriggle through the 
narrow passageinto the réstaurant, 
and then fall down two steps, to dis- 
cover afterwards that you can stand 
upright in the dining-room, which 
has a floor area of about sixty square 


“A home-made table and two 
rough benches are the furniture of 
the restaurant. On the, table stand 
two candles in artistic holders fash- 
foned from beets. The walis are 
covered with ‘expensive’ hangings. 
and the ceiling has an old-fashioned 
wainscoating, both outbreaks of lux- 
ury having been made necessary by 
the efforts of moles and worms to 
taste our soup, drink our beer and 
wine, and make excursions down our 
backs between skin and clothing. 1 
will say that these creatures are 
greatly interested in the splendor’ we 
have established in their midst.” 

The letter then mentions the clos- 
ets in the cave restaurant in which 
the supplies are kept, refers to ‘the 
carpet of straw on the floor, and 
speaks of a “kelim” (oriental rug) 
hanging which separates the restaur- 
ant from the corridor. 

In another letter from the front, a 
captain who is laconic and terse says 
of cave life: 

“We are as wet as young dogs, as 
dirty as swine, hairy as monkeys, and 
keep singing with the enemy 320 
feet away. We live in caves which 
are now and then destroyed by shells 
of the enemy. When that happens 
we crawl out like so many rabbits 
and continue to live on pigs, steers, 
hens, goulash and rice. We cut our 
hair stair-fashioned, write by lght 
of candles upon which we do the 
cooking at the same time. We are 
now our own antediluvian ancestors. 
and gladiy anticipate a bayonet 
attack for the relief it 
through a change of alr.

Have earned the iron cross and live 
for King and Fatherland.” 


ENGLISH AND GERMANS 


| OULOGNE, Dec, 12.—A__ British 
soldier relates a remarkable story 

' of how the English and Germans 
hobnobbed in the same trench a few 
miles south of Ypres. 

There were a handful of Germans 
and a smaller handful of allied forces. 
Trenches were but a few yards apart, 
and in these for more than a week 
the men of both sides had been bored 
and inactive. They amused them- 
selves as best they could—exchanging 
messages, swapping newspapers and 
tobacco, hurling back and forth 
greetings and epithets. 

More days passed and still neither 
side received orders either to attack 
or to withdraw. Some sort of* co- 
operation seemed necessary. Accord- 
ingly, the Germans hoisted a white 
fiag, and, advancing under this, en- 
tered the allied trench for a confer- 
ence. The result was an agreement 
was reached that it would be more 
comfortable for all to live in one

trench until one side or the other re- 
ceived orders. 

The Germans moved over, bag and 
baggage, and for a number of days 
all went well. Many of the Germans 
spoke English or French. Under the 
strange circumstances friendships 
sprung up. Both factions dreaded the 
arrival of @ messenger. 

One day a messenger came, and 
plans for the renewal of hostilities 
were hastily made. But the messen- 
ger proved to be only a bearer of mail 
and newspapers for the Germans. All 
gathered round while a German began 
to translate the latest dispatch from 
Berlin. Unhappily for the harmony 
of the gathering, it referred to Ostend 
by its German nickname “Kales;”’ 
spoke of bomb droppings on various 
French towns, of contemplated air 
raids on Great Rritain. 

The English frowned, growled; the 
French grew excited. Both sides had 
by agreement laid aside their rifies; 
but both sides still had their fists. 
Both used them. A free-for-all fight 
followed, and the unique compact 
came to an end. 


PSYCHOLOGY COURAGE 
BRITISH OFFICER. 


ONDON, Dec. 13.—A medical of- 
ficer who has been making “a 
study of the “psychology of cour- 
age” at the British front, says that 
most men confess to a feeling of fear 
which only wears off after several 
days in the trenches. “But once this 
physical instinct of terror is con- 
quered, there comes,” says the medi- 
val man, “a second courage, which, 
while not despising danger, is able 
to discount it. Under fire these men 
find a self hitherto unsuspected, an 
elusive quality which for want of a 
better title is called manhood.” 
He says: 
“The soldier learna first to control, 
then to measure, nis fear. He learns 
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to discount possibilities just as the 
ordinary railroad traveler does. And 
the work in hand generally engages 
and holds more and more of his at- 
tention. Then comes a time when 
he wants to go back to the firing line, 
not because it is pleasant there. but 
because staying away is just impos- 
sible. 

“While the man who has not yet 
been under fire cannot safely count 
upon experiencing this or that par- 
ticular feeling when his hour comes 
—this depending upon temperament 
and circumstances—he can, I believe, 
-count upon soon achieving the second 
courage which is the priceless pos- 
session of the veteran. Under fire he 
may lose every preconceived notion 
he ever cherished or shunned, but it 
is highly probable that he will find 
himself.”

Worse, men had been devel- 
oped in various sections of the coun- 
try, and the usual jealousies now 
made impossible union of action un- 
der any one of the old adveeates of 
liberty. The anti-slavery forces were

rights of the slave owners. 


The case is not seemingly hopeless, 
it is hopeless unless some leader shal! 
appear who.can unite these warring 
factions inte a new party which even 
in defeat shall give public notice, that 
new era has dawned, a’ new | 
chapter has opened in the story of 
American liberty. Such a v= ed 
could be found only in the rson 
of Johg C. Fremont. It was known 
that he had been offered the Demo- 
cratic nomination which afterward 
was given to James Buchanan: that 
because of his antagonism to slavery 
he had thus put the Presidency aside 
as an unworthy temptation. Will he 
leaa@ the forlorn hope offered by the 
as yet unmassed forces of freedom? 
He wae ever a pathfinder. Will he 
blaze the way for freedom? His an- 
swer is not long withheld, and soon 
the words, “Freedom” and “Fremont” 
sound quite the same in the ears of 
liberty-loving men. In this great year 
of 1866 they are indeed synonomous, 
and our hero answers to the need of 
the hour as God's messengers always 
do. Not a professional politician, and 
never an office-seeker, but just the 
man to fire the imagination of youth, 
to make the widest personal appeal to 
the people. No wonder that New Eng- 
land and the new West are at white- 
heat enthusiasm. Old men can still 
be found who remember the immense 
meetings of that wonderful campaign: 
the marching and singing clubs; the 


fiercely-shouted battle cries: “Free 
Speech, Free , Free Men, Fre- 
mont.” And then the Marseillaise: 


“Arise, arise, ye braves; 
And iet your war cry be: 
Free Speech, Free Press, 
Free Soll, Free men, 
Fremont and Victory.” 

Borne on the voices of thousands of 
determined men, this song brought 
palor to the easyging throng, and an- 
nounced to the time-serving, average 
citizen that a strong wind was blow- 
ing over the stagnant waters of Amer!i- 
can politics. Strange to relate, even 

New England was alive with 
the new spirit. Emerson emerged 
from the shades of Concord and took 
the stump for Fremont. Longfellow 
gave up a trip to Europe to participate 
in the campaign. Curtis, Bryant, 
Whittier were all in the fray, for once 
keeping step with the masses in a 


_| hand-to-hand fight for freedom. 


When the battle was over and the 
votes counted Fremont was defeated, 
Buchanan elected, but slavery was 
Goomed. The pathfinder had made 
way for the rail splitter. The party 
ef freedom, which had before been a 
hope, Was now a og and well might 
Whittier cheer the defeated host with 
the cry: 

“Then sound again the bugles, 
Cali the muster roll anew; 
| If — have well-nigh won the 


id, 
What may not four years do?” 

In this campaign Fremont's great- 
est service to his country and his age 
was well and bravely performed. 
Never again will his star rise so high 
mor shine so nobly in the heavens. 

What follows may be quickly told. 
Four years later Abraham Lincoln is 

President of the United States; 
[the Confederacy is formed and the 
Civil War is on. John C. Fremont is 
made a brigadier-general and is given 
command of the Department of Mis- 
souri, with headquarters at St. Louis. 
Always a radical, a man of action, one 
to whom the cautious, midway policy 
is impossible, he believes in vigorous 
prosecution of the war, that every foot 
of territory won by the flag 
be immediately dedicated to freedom; 
that by this policy the liberty-loving 
masses of Europe would give us sup- 
port and aid, and that northern en- 
thusiasm would be kindled to victory 
compelling ardor. The administration 
had determined upon an altogether 
different policy. One adopted with in- 
tent to hold the border States in line 
for a war waged to save the Union, 
but not to destroy slavery: Once more 
Fremont is guilty of what is construed 
as insubordination, and is relieved 
from command, nor is any lafge place 
found for him during the great con- 
flict. Differences of opinion between 
good men and true, all of them lovers 
of liberty and right, drive Fremont 
and his friends into opposition to Lin- 
colin and the administration, a fact af- 
fording explanation for the unfair 
treatment of the pathfinder by a whole 
generation of historians.

“Home to Califor- 
nia, of course,” said the old hero, and 
fell asleep. 

Tt was fitting that his last thought 
should have been “Home, California,” 
for he loved our State. He loved it 
all and he loved it ever. He was the 
first man to call California “the Italy 
of America.” He named our “Golden 
Gate.” Not so christened because of 
na gold in our rock-ribbed hills, or 
in the sands of our rivers running yel-

@ veritable gate of gold.

INDS MEXICANS | 
ARE COURTEOUS. 


DENIES AMERICANS DROP FROM 
SIGHT IN SONORA. 


Tells of Long Journey in Northern 
Mexico During Which Only Kindly 
Hospitality is Extended by Natives 
of Land—Arraigns Statements that 
Indicate Lawless Violence. 


LOS ANGELES, Jan. 2.—[To the 
Editor of The Times:] In a recent 
issue of The Times, one John J. Smith, 
described as a mine operator . of 
Sonora, is quoted as follows: 

“Citizens of the United States are 
dropping out of sight there (Sonora) 
by the score. Just-now Mexico is no 
place for an American, or for an Eng- 
lishman, or any other person who re- 
sembles an American.” 

. Gross misrepresentation of the true 
conditions in Mexico, through the 
columns of the press, by Americans 
or alleged Americans, have been so 


common and persistent during recen‘ 
months, that Americans with inter- 


ests in Mexico, like myself, have de- 
Spaired of being able to effectively 
deny or counteract these statements. 
But the particular statement of ‘this 
Mr. Smith to the effect that citizens 
of the United States are dropping out 
of sight in Sonora by the score is so 
absolutely and unqualifiedly false that 
I feel it my duty, in the interest of 
truth, to deny the same most emphat- 
leally, and to protest against the 
appearance in the columns of the 
press of these statements, from irre- 
sponsible parties, who are unknown to 
Americans having jnterests in Mex- 
i¢o and who, in alltprobability, have 
never seen Mexico. 

I have just returned from a tr’. 
to Sonora, covering a period of about 
four weeks. During that time I trav- 
eled by train, mule and buckboard 
thousands of miles. In fact, I drove 
over 400 miles in ten days in a buck- 
board, accompanied by Mr. Amos J. 
Yaeger, a mine operator in Sonora ior 
the last eighteen years, a member of 
the Jonathan Club, and a man well 
known to many reputable people in 
Los Angeles. During all of that time 
I was never disturbed or interfered 
with by anybody, although we were 
often in contact with the troops of 
Maytorena all the way from Hermo- 
to Navajoa and the troops 
of Iturbe in San Blas and vicinity. W« 
met with the most uniform courtesy 
from both sides: were readily granted 
passports; given directions and as- 
sisted in every way possible. From 
the ordinary people of Mexico we re- 
ceived what we have always received 
viz.: courteous, hospitable treatment. 
We were inspecting land and wer 
often obliged to sleep out. We met 
various parties of Mexicans, armed 
and unarmed, and a number of times 
were overtaken by soldiers, but neve: 
were interfered with In the slighte« 
particular. We passed through t 
Yaqui Valley, the Mayo Valiey, Fuvert 
Valley, as well as other more or les 
populous parts ef Sonora and Sinaloa, 
and everywhere were shown ev« 
courtesy and consideration. 

I do not know of a single case of 


jan American “dropping out of sight” 


in Sonora or Sinalog in the past four 
years. Perhaps there are such cases, 
but they have never come to my at- 
tention, although I have made many 
trips to the West Coast of Mexico dur- 
ing that time. But Mr. Smith - says 
“scores of Americans have dropped 
out of sight.” I call upon Mr. Smith 
to furnish the names of these scores 
or a single score, or of even a half a 
dozen. In fact. I do not believe Mr. 
Smith can furnish the names of even 
three Americans who have dropped 
out of sight, together with evidence 
corroborating his statements. 

‘In contradiction of Mr. Smith's 
statements,_I make the assertion that 
there are more Americans in Sonora 
today than there have been at .any 
previous time during the la&t three 
years. Many of the Americans who 
bought land in the Yaqui Valley some 
years ago have returned there. [There 
are at least fifty heads of families 
there now and I can name practically 
all of them, if necessary. When 
left there they were busy marketing 
the rice crop, which they had just 
harvested, and a crop with a grea or 
yield per acre than is being obtained 
from the rice fields of Gridley and 
Biggs in this State. And the crop is 
giving them a net profit of from $50 
to $75. gold, per acre. As I happen 
to be one of these farmers myself, 
having, however, only a small acreage 
of rice this year. I am prepared to 
prove the foregoing statements. I 
found these Americans contented and 
very .hopeful of the future, planning 
to put in up to 10,000 acres of rice 
the coming season, as well as many 
other crops, and determined to stay in 
Mexico regardless of President Wilson, 
Secretary Bryan or anybody else, The 
Mexicans are glad to have them there 
and are treating them with courtesy 
and consideration. These people left 
the Yaqui Valley once upon qa time at 
the behest of Mr. Bryan, when there 
was absolutely no need for them to 
go, and they will not go again. They 
are there to stay and all the Bryan 
manifestos that may be issued will 
make no difference to them. 

As further corroborative evidence 
of my statements, Mr. W. H. O'Bryan 
of this city and Mr. William F. 
Chryst of San Francisco have just re- 
turned from a trip of three months 
into the States of Colima, Jalisco, 
Tepic and Sinaloa. These gentlemen 
are associated with our company in 
land matters in Mexico and I am pre- 
pared to vouch for their statements. 
During their three months in the 
territory mentioned, which comprises 
an large part of the West Coast of 
Mexico south of Sonora, they rode 
over 1200 miles horseback, besides 
making long trips by water and rat, 
and they report that without excep- 
tion tHey met with no disturbances. 
They were treated courteously and 
hospitably and were highly pleased 
with the conditions they found. They 
say that a great percentage of the re- 
ports of disturbances in the territory 
through which they have traveled are 
“fakes,” pure and simple. In proof 
of their statement they made two 
rather large land investments ~ in 
Southern Mexico and are planning to 
return there shortly to begin improv- 
ing their properties. 

Now, a word as to the actual condi- 
tions in that part of Mexico with 
which I am familiar, viz.. the West 
Coast. It is true there have been many 
disturbances and it is true that there 
are still “truubled spots.”’ would 
be foolish to deny this... But it is 
also true that there are large areas 
in which there are, at present, no 


troubles and never have been dny and 


in which the people are pursuing their 
ordinary vocations, untroubled and 
without fear. The train. that took 
me into Mexico via Nogales was 
crowded to the doors. I saw num- 
bers of Americans, who undoultedly 
had business in the eountry or they 
would net have been there. The 
hotels at Nogales and Hermosillo and 
elsewhere were so crowded it was 
impossible for me to obtain accom- 


modations at any of them, and I 
visited friends. It seems to be the 
general impression among Americans 
who are in the country and who have 
been there for years, that the end of 
the trouble down there is in sight. 
I talked with a number of wealthy 
and influential men in Mexico, who 
told me that they were pinning their 
faith. in Villa, believing that he is 
the one’ man capable of bringing or- 
der out of the unfortunate conditions 
which haWe existed there. The coun- 
try, itself, is, of course, poorer than 
it has been for years, as thousands 
oft cattle have been killed and other 
thousands have been shipped out of 
the country, and less land its now un- 
der cultivation than was formerly the 
rule. But, we Know the country and 


are very hopeful and we firmly believe 


that in the very near future condi- 
tions in Mexico are going to change 
for the better and change very 
rapidly. It wil, help us and help all 
concerned if the newspapers will en- 
deavor to suppress the lars and 
fakers, who take a look across the 
border at Nogales or El Paso or Tia 
Juana or some other protected spot 
and then return to the “haunts of 
civilization” with weird tales of their 
hair-breadth escapes. Americans need 
have no  hair-breadth escapes in 
Mexico. The best thing for an 
American to do in Mexico ise to go 
unarmed, mind his own business, keep 
his nose out of politics and he will 
have no trouble. .

[Milwaukee Sentinel:] Once more 
an appeal from President Wilson to 
Historian Wilson is in order. 

President Wilson has recently 
thrown cold water on Republican pro- 
posals looking to a. better prepared- 
ness for war, and put forth some 
nebulous phrases about the adequacy 
for defensive purposes of an im- 
provised army drawn from the “cit- 
izenry.”’ 

But turning to the same Mr. Wil- 
son's excellent “History of the Ameri- 
can People,” we find some strong 
words in censure of the military un- 
preparedness of the country in 1812, 
and the calamitous consequences (in- 
cluding the burning of Washington 
by the British.) until the war itself 
had trained an army that thereafter 
almost matched the navy in giving 
“an excellent account of itself,” 

“As to the results of unpreparedness, 
and dependence on the raw levies re- 
cruited from the “citizenry,” we read: 
It was a foolhardy and reckless risk 
that Congress was taking. It was 
certainly no time for battle. The party 
in power had relied on embargoes and 
non-intercourse and had disbanded 
the army. . . . The course of war 
did little to improve matters. The 
government had neither the means nor 
the. organization to conduct it. The 
President was authorized to increase 
the regular army from 6000 to 25,- 
000 men and to call for 50,000 vol- 
unteers, and to employ 100,000 from 
the militia of the States. But volun- 
teers were not to be had for the ask- 
ing, and officers were even harder to 
get than men. | 

“On the coasts English fleets 
swarmed thicker and thicker, until 
almost every port was effectually 
closed. Finding no opposing forves 
to attack, their crews made frequent 
descents upon the defenseless settie- 


ments, which they burned and 
plindered.” 
In fine, Historian Wilson convicts 


that old-time pacifist, President Madi- 
son, of arrant folly in pursuing a policy 
of letting the nation’s military equip- 
ment go to rags in the simple faith 
that our temper and our republican 
institutions were so lovely and so ad- 
mired of mankind that no foreign 
power would dream of attacking us. 
He is very severe with the stock flap- 
doodle about our “peaceful ideals” 
and our beautiful character as the 
“Golden Rule” Jones of nations be- 
ing in themselves almost a sufficient 
protection. 

So President Wileon may now pro- 
ceed to convict Historian Wilson of 
fingoiem and a desire to turn the 
country into a “military camp.” 


RESTLESS ROYAL GHOST. 


Indian Legend of Hot Springs in 
Mexico and a Grotto frem Which 
are Emitted Rumbling Sounds, 


{Philadelphia  Ledger:] The hot 
springs of Las Siervas, near Valle de 
Canizos, in a remote part of the State 
of Guerrero, Mexico, have been vis- 
ited by few ple from the outside 
world, but they are famous in the 
legends and history of the Indian 
tribes of that part of the republic. 

According to the natives, the waters 
of the springs possess great medicinal 
properties. In ancient times the 
springs were the favorite Dathing re- 
sort of the noble families of the 
TepanecA, Alcolhua and other tribes 
that lived in that region. 

On both sides of the chief spring 
there are huge rocks with hierogly- 
phics and the figures of women beau- 
tifully carved. Judging from _ the 
robes worn by the women, their 
stately appearance and the jewels 
around their necks, the figures must 
represent princesses or ladi of very 
high rank. 

The spring is at the entrance to a 
grotto that has never been explored. 
From the grotto a rumbling sound re- 
sembling distant thunder is to be 
heard all the time. According to na- 
tives, the rumble is caused by the 
ghost of King Excamina, who ruled 
over that part of the country three 
or four centuries before the Span- 
iards discovered America. 

King Excamina, the tradition says. 
was as bad as man c@iid be. He 
murdered people merely for the 
pleasure of seeing them die, and com- 
mitted every crime. He had his pal- 
ace constructed in another cave, which 
communicated with that of the spring 
by a tunnel. There Excamina, in 


company with some of his favorites. 
had orgies that lasted weeks and 
montha. 


When he died an earthquake de-|. 


stroyed his palace. Since that day 
his ghost has been haunting the cave 


near the spring, and none of the na-/ 


tives had ever dared go into the cave. 


Devil Spots in the Tropics. 
{The Century:] The most import- 
ant advice that I can give the north- 
ern stranger who visits the Caribbean 
tropics is this: If you are walking 
along a West Indian road at night 


and step suddenly on a warm spot, 
leap away from it at once. A devil 
has been lying there asleep. 

The devil spots are so warm that 
they can be felt by the bare feet of 
the natives, and a West Indian's soles 
are a bit tougher than ordinary boot 
soles. Even West Indian surgeons 
have a mild scare sometimes when 
they find how deep they have to cut 
into a bushman’s foot to reach flesh.

AST*YEAR ONE 
OF REAL GROWTH. 


Twelve Months Just Ended—Big 
Projects Shaping. 


{SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE. } 

HUNTINGTON BEACH, Jan. 2.— 
The city of Huntington Beach has just 
closed by far the biggest year in its 
history—biggest in every sense of the 
word—in growth of population, in the 
construction of public works and in 
the provisions made for future prog- 
ress. 

Three hundred residences were built 
within the city limits and in the im- 
mediate suburbs during 1914. These 
houses are all occupied at the pres- 
ent time and are not merely beach 


weeks of the summer time. The num- 
ber of new houses, the size of the vote 
and the number of school children all 
indicate that the growth in population 
within the city limits and the imme- 
diately adjoining territory has been 
about 1500. Huntington Beach is now 
estimated to have 3000 persons within 
its city limits and an additional thous- 
and in the suburban territory. 

Among the more prominent build- 
ings completed during 1914 are the 
$100,000 linoleum factory group, the 
Carnegie library and the new Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church. 

The year just ended was especially 
notable for its public works. Orange 
county completed during 1914 four 
paved routes touching Huntington 
Beach and connecting with through 
routes to Los Angeles. There are now 
all-paved highways to the Southland 
metropolis by way of Long Beach, by 
way of Artesia, by way of Anaheim 
and Garden Grove, and by way of 
Santa Ana. These roads are of solid 


concrete asphalt construction. 
Next in po in the way of pub- 
lic wor was the completion of the 


new concrete pleasure pier, which is 
the lo t concrete and steel struc- 
ture 6f its kind on the Pacific Coast. 
ork is now under way on four 
m of street paving at this place, 
and provision has been made for the 
paving of three additional miles. Con- 
struction has been begun on a septic 
sewer system.

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HE United States is now engaged | 
in the fourth experimental at- 
tempt of the government to enter 
. Girectly or indirectly into the bank- 
ing business of the nation. 

At the time of the Revolution there 
Was scarcely a bank in ali the col- 
Onies in operation. Soon afttr the 
Geclaration of peace and the  estab- 
lishment of the government, in 1791, 
the Bank of the United States was 
chartered for thirty years in order to 
relieve the trouble growing out of the 
lack of ‘banking facilities. This in- 
stitution waa operated with fair suc- 
‘ess until 1811, when Congress re- 
fused to, renew its charter. 

Things financial uly went badly, and 
in 1817 the government again at- 
tempted to perform the banking func- 
tions of the country and granted a 
mew charter to the defunct Bank of 
the United States. The government 
subscribed to one-fifth of the entire 
Capital stock, and reserved a power- 
ful representation on the directorate 
of the institution, controlling its in- 
ternal affairs. Following this, branch 
banks were quickly established in va- 
rious parts of the country. The bank 
Prospered well in spite of constant 
Political attacks culminating in one 
of the bitterest public controversies 
of the period. The then President, 
Andrew Jackson, always on the side 
of the largest number of voters, killed 
this institution by withdrawing gov- 
ermment de 

Then followed the period of State 
banks, institutions organized under 
lax laws differing in the various 
States, spread like wild-cat concerns 
all over the country. They~ issued 
notes in wheat sections of the West. 
which were unavailable a hundred 
miles away from the source of origin. 

This condition continued until the 
exigencies of the Civil War forced the 
government into financial functions, 
resuiting in the establishment of the 
national banks. These were far from 
Perfect in their operation, but vastly 
superior tc anything preceding them 
after the destruction of the United 
States Bank. 

REGIONAL BANKS ORGANIZED. 


As the commerce and other busi- 
of the country grew, the neces- 
of reforming the banking system 
im vogue became evident, and was 
Beessed with greater vigor upon the 

ntion of Congress by the business 
men of the country. This resulted 
under the Taft administration in the 
appointment of the Monefairy Com- 
Mission to inquire into the whole sys- 
term of national banking. The result 
of this inquiry was the introduction in 
Congress of a bill to reform our 
financial institutions, known as the 
Algrich bill, named after its intro- 
ducer, who was chairman of the said 
commission. This bill fatled of pas- 
sage, and was followed by the intro- 
Guction of the Glass-Owen bill upon 
the change of the national adminis- 
tration, and 
Woodrow Wilson, took vigorous ac- 
tion in the framing, introduction and 
carrying of this measure throvgh 
Congress. 

This bill was shot through with ob- 
Jectionable features from the bank- 
em point of view, exhibiting in many 
of the paragraphs the hand of Wil- 

; Immediately the 
bankers and business .men of the 
country got busy, and be it said to 
the credit of President Wilson, these 
representatives of the business inter- 
ests of the country were given so 
favorable a hearing that the bill as 
fmally enacted into a law contained 
méne of the important features of the 
Giass-Owen bill, but followed very 
closely upon the Aldrich bill intro- 
@Guced under the former administra- 
tion. The result was a financial 
measure generally very acceptable to 
the bankers and business men the 
country. 

THE SCHEME AS FORMED. 

The main features of this law un- 
der which we are acting now were 
the establishment of twelve reciona! 
banks covering the whole country by 
@istricting the territory without ref- 
erence to States, but with reference 
to the business and financial opera- 
tions of the district surrounding each 
regional bank center. The Pacific 
Coast was assigned one of these re- 
Sional banks, with its seat in San 
Francisco. Further important feat- 
ures of the bill were providing a way 
for discounting commercial paper of 
member banks in the district around 
the regional bank, and a provision for 
the meeting of business emergencies 
in issuing bank notes to meet such 
crises when they arose. 

The divergences between the exist- 
ing law and that proposed by Sena- 
tor Aldrich, were mainiy the failure 
to establish one great central bank to 
discount the paper of the. regional 
banks, and the putting of the con- 
trol of these regional banks too much 
into the hands of government ap- 
pointees instead of leaving their man- 
agement almost entirely in the hands 
of the bankers concerned, giving the 
government supervision to such an ex- 
tent as to guarantee an honest admin- 
istration of these important institu- 
tions 


SAVINGS BANKS CUT OUT.

This part- 
ly explains why the system is not 
operative in showing the lack of: ne- 
cessity for rediscounting paper because 
of the large amount of money: on 
hand. This together with the unpre- 
paredness of the regional banks to 
handle their business is generally as- 
signed by bankérs as the reason for 
the apparent unsucceas of the new sys- 


or example, a member bank in 
Los Angeles wishing to avail itself of 
the accommodation of rediscounting 
ite paper in the regional bank in San 
Francisco, might find considerable dif- 
ficulty, owing to the change of meth- 
od necessary on the part of the cus- 
tomers of the local bank. Say a note 
running thirty days is sent to San 
Francisco to be discounted. The local 
bank sending that paper must have a 
moral certainty that the obligation 
will be met by the borrower at this 
end of the line. It takes two days 
to communicate with San Francisco, 
and two more to get an answer back. 
This cuts the life of that paper to 
about twenty-five actual days. If it 
is not met by the maker of the note 
at this end the local bank must take 
care of it, as the regional bank will 
be very loath to extend the life of the 
loan. 

Another reason which has checked 
the operation of the system is the 
high rate of discount enacted by the 
managers of the regional banks. Codn- 


tion, the rate for rediscount in San 
Francisco was first set at 5% per cent. 
This gave little advantage to Los An- 
geles bankers who loan money at 6 per 
cent. to good customers in moderate 
sums, or perhaps at 5% per cent. on 
gilt-edged mercantile paper. As said 
above the whole system is tenta- 
tive, and the managers are feeling 
their way along, learning as they go. 
On Wednesday of last week the redis- 
count rate in San Francisco was re- 
duced to 4% per cent. 
PEOPLE A LITTLE RESTIVE. 


Too much was promised for the 
new system by its creators, and this 
gave rise to too large expectations on 
the part of the people. There are 
always a multitude of persons in every 
country who would borrow money and 
find it difficult to do so. It is among 
this class of borrowers that dissatis- 
faction with the working of the 
regional banks is most felt. This dis- 
satisfaction has caused The Times to 
be somewhat inundated by inquiries 
as to the whys and wherefores of the 
delay in getting money freely. in 
some instances the alleged cause has 
been extended from the inoperation 
of the Federal régional bank system 
to a conspiracy on the part of bank- 
ers to keep up the rates of interest by 
pretending that money is scarce. 

THE TIMES’ INVESTIGATION. 


These complaints led The Times to 
make a careful investigation of the 


subject covering the whole country,

benefit of these inquiries. 
with the capital of the nation, Wash- 
ington, the inquiries brought out from 
administration sources the report that 
the Federal reserve bank in San Fran- 
cisco was in good working order and 
doing a fair business. Of course 
nothing was known there of the local 
conditions in Los Angeles, and the au- 
thorities gave out the following: “As 
far as member banks are concerned, 
that is a different question. These 
instutitions which are free to con- 
duct business in their own way may 
be, for all the members of the board 
know, demanding higher rates of in- 
terest than would seem neceseary. 

. That it would be possible 
for persons who offered good commer- 
cial paper to obtain loans at rates of 
less than 7 and & per cent., is indi- 
cated by the rates of rediscount in 
force in Federal reserve banks.” 

Our report from New Yoark says in 
substance: “In banking circles it is 
said up-State member banks are be- 
coming restive over the subject of 
clearances, and for that reason the 
board is eager to have the matter 
settied as early as possible. The prin- 
cipal obstacje in the way so far has 
been cost. One of the suggestions made 
to the board by the head of an im- 
portant member bank was that each 
bank clear for every other member 
in its district, and that member banks 
be permitted to draw checks on their 
district banks for payments out of the 
district.” 

Fronr Chicago the report runs to 
the effect that none of the regional 
banks is rediscounting paper, unless 
itt is for the purpose of advertising or 
“in educational work.” There is no 
necessity for rediscounting at this 
time. Money is working back to the 
centers from the interior and becom- 
ine very plentiful. At that center it 
was held the organization is “simply 
an emergency instrument.” 

From San Francisco we have several 
reports. The first one is that the re- 
gional reserves bank for the Twelfth 
District is carrying out the intention 
of the system. This statement is made 
by John Perrin, chairman of the Fed- 
eral Reserve Board for the district. 
Mr. Perrin is a Los Angeles man well 
known and well thought of here, and 
his appointment to the important post 
he holds is highly gratifying to the lo- 
eal bankers, inasmuch as he knows 
not only general conditions here, but 
the business men of the community 
in such an intimate way that the va- 
lidity of the paper of any important 
business man in Los.Angeles would be 
known to him. The rediscounts in the 
regional bank in San Wrancisco up to 
December 24 were -$787,000,000, the 
total resourcés of the 
game date, $14,882,000. 
continues: “Financial experts, who 
decline to have their names used, ex- 
press the opinion that the bank is not 
fulfilline ite functions because the in- 
terest for rediscounting is too high.” 
This view is reiterated here, but as 
stated above, that difficulty is removed 
by reducing the rediscount rate to 4% 
per cent. A report from the same 
source of a iater date recites that 
financial papers have had considerable 
comment lately on the failure of the 
Federal reserve bank system to ful- 
fll the chief function for which it 
was created. The excuse advanced was 
that some delay was unavoidable in

Meanegvhile Washington 
fears to grant the requests of one dis- 
trict lest unjust demands be created 
im other districts.” 

A careful investigation covering all 
the important banks in the local field 
made by The Times fails to reveal any 
hostility on the part of the bankers 
toward the Federal bank system under 
which we are now acting. There is a 
difference of opinion frankly stated 
as to the detriment growing out of the 
failure to incorporate one great cen- 
tral bank. There is the same divergence 
of opinion as to the number of re- 
gional basis. Itis universally conced- 
ed here that as far as the Coast is 
concerned, it Is entitled to one regional 
bank. If paper of Los Angeles business 
men had to be sent away from the 
Coast for rediscounting, it would be 
very difficult to ascertain there the 
Standing of the maker of a note. In 
San Francisco the standing of Los An- 
geles business men is well known, or 


man, John Perrin, acting at the head 
of the San Francisco institution, there 
is a particularly good guarantee that 
Los Angeles paper will be treated on 
its merits. 
The general view exftessed in Los 
Angeles is that the Federal bank sys- 
tem is not operative, for the reason 
that there is no demand for the re- 
quired accommodation. Local bank- 
ers say that this is so, and point for

The 
Times representative went from one 
bank to another and found pretty 
nearly the same story from the mouth 
of every banker. Money was gener- 
ally reported in fair supply, and the 
demand, while not so brisk as usual, 
was said to be fairly good. Only one 
bank was found which was restive 
at all at the inoperative condition of 
the Federal reserve bank. They 
quoted bills payable and notes and 
bills rediscounted at more than 
$1,000,000. The president of this 
bank ¢aid they had borrowed this 
money, because of the large demand 
on the part of the bank's customers 
whom they would not disappoint, ir- 
respective of the bank making any 
profit on the loan. 

An inquiry among the savings 
banks of the city developed very 
nearly the same conditions as pre- 
vail among the commercial] banks. 
Money at these institutions is neither 
very scarce nor very plentiful, but 
in many instances the bankers re- 
ported that their customers having 
money on mortgage were asking for 
renewals to a greater extent than 
common. Others found interest pay- 
ments promptly made and notes lifted 
duly on maturity as a rule. The 
rates are absolutely the same as for 
a year past, 6 to 7 per cent., with 
occasional increase where the prop- 
erty is not so desirable as it might 
be pledged as security. 

Of course, if A owes $2000, due 
today, and B and C want to borrow 
$1000 each, these can get the ac- 
commodation if A meets his obliga- 
tion, but if he fails, the other two 
must go hungry for the time being. 

THE RESTIVE ONES. 
The bankers say that there are al- 


ways people who cannot get accom- 
modation, and that these are very 
restive when denied what they ask 
for. A man not accustomed to bor- 
rowing finds it more difficult than a 
man who is a continual borrower at 
the bank. They know the business 
habits of the one and are ignorant 
of those of the other. Banks usually 
take care of their own customers, and 
if a customer of another bank comes 
to borrow of a bank where he does 
not usually deal the banker applied 
to naturally wants to know why he 
leaves his own bank to ask accom- 
modation of a stranger. Two things 
are required to get money from a 
bank. One is the individual character 
of the borrower and the other is his 
apparent ability to pay. The bor- 
rower’s character is established by 
his having borrowed before and hav- 
ing met his obligations on time. A 
man who never asks to have his paper 
renewed can get money more easily 
and on better terms than one who 
asks for continual renewals. One 
who has debts amounting to 40 or 
50 per cent. of his assets will not 
get money so easily nor om such easy: 
terms as one — owes only 10 or 
20 per cent. of possessions. 
Another thing in times like these 
that bankers refuse to promote is 
speculating of all kinds. Money is 
not over-abundant, and there is @& 
good deal of uncertainty in looking 
into the future, with wars prevailing 
as never before, and with diplomatic 
difficulties arising between our own 
country and some of the most power- 
ful nations on the earth. he banker 
feela it to be his duty under these

Biane of Plaquimine killed himeelf 
after the manner of Canegrower 
Gaskins. The note found by his body 
read, “My life insurance will pay: my 
debts.” Death had become his only 
trade resource. 

Because a free list, in the sure fixed 
future, is for every credit-killing pur- 
pose, the deadly same as would be a 
free list fixed for today, the cane- 
grower and raw-sugar maker, since 
the Wilson-Underwood tariff became a 
law, has everywhere been going to 
the Louisiana wall. It were tmpossi- 
ble to collect the scores of little fel- 
lows who have fallen. Here, how- 
ever, is a huddle of sizable concerns, 
and all of them with stories to tell. 
Also, what has already happened to 
them will happen to all.

INCREASING PRODUCTION, 


“New processes developed in this 
country have materially increased our 
possible supply of casoline in the last 
two years. These entail cracking the 
heavy crude oil under pressure. The 
new deep wells also are producing 
more gasolire. These factors, by the 
way, have worked a change in trade 
conditions in these two years. Al- 
though there is a great supply of 
crude oils on the Pacific Coast. the 
extraordinary demand for gasoline re- 
sulting from the increased popularity 
of automobiles brought about a con- 
dition where a large cuantity of gaso- 
line each vear was imported to the 
Pacific Coast from Borneo. Now, how- 
ever, the new processes have brought 
about a change and imports from 
Borneo no longer are necessary, 

“Tt is a fact that crude oil for fuel 
purposes seldom remains cheap for a 
very long period, and therefore the 
supply for railroads and similar con- 
sumers is so unreliable that crude ofl 
as a fuel has lost favor rapidly, and 
recourse is evidently made to. the 
products of the crude, which hap- 
pens in the particular oil under con- 
sideration to more than supply the 
demand for these particular prod- 

“Advanced methods of refining 
have included, as I mentioned, ability 
to ‘break up the less saleable products 
in erude oils, and thus increase to a 
very great extent the yield of those 
products which are most saleable, 
gasoline among them. In other words, 
we are producing more power propor- 
tionately from gasoline and less pro- 
portionately from crude fuel oil, ; 

“Three of our railroads, for ex- 
ample, during the last year ceased to 
be of] burners. The crude oil which 
they burned is being used to produce 
gasoline. 

OIL V8. GASOLINE. 

“This does not mean, of course, the 
abandonment of oil as a fuel. It is 
simply a trade condition. Producers 


naturally want to market their prod- 
uct as quickly as possible and keep 
no more than is necessary in stock. 
If the better market for the time 
being is In gasoline, gasoline is pro- 
duced, no matter if that does make 
uncertain the supply of fuel ofl. All 
this will be ad usted in time. 

“Oil as fuel for ships of war has 
become the definite policy of the mod- 
ern navies of the world. Not all 
navies have converted their  battle- 
ships to burn oil instead of coal, but 
where they can see a supply in sight 
they are working to that end, 

“As recently explained by Winston 
Churchill, First Lord of the British 
Admiralty, the British navy, having 
become a considerable consumer of 
fuel oll, has laid in a great supply of 
it, enough for a full year’s war, and 


has made arrangements for increas- 


‘assemble the facts upon which to 
base any conclusions. Normally, we 


have been exporting between four 


‘and five million barrels of crude oil 
a year and about 200,000,000 gallons

' “Modern war looks upon these as 
necessities. Will ovr exports of 
them increase?” . 

No one, probably, will know the 
answer quicker’ than Dr. Day him- 
self, Uncle Sam's “oil man.” A na- 
tive of Ohio, he took his A.B. at 
Johns Hopkins University in 1881, 
when he was 22 years old, and his 
Ph. three years later, being a 
demonstrator in chemistry at the in- 
stitution in the meantime. In 1886 
he entered the government service as 
chief of the division of mining and 
mineral resources in the geological 
survey. 

All his life since then he has been 
engaged in the work. only recently 
bein gtransferred from the geological 
survey to the Bureau of Mines. Since 
1907 he has been expert in charge of 
the government's petroleum investi- 
gations. 

At all the world’s fairs of recent 
years he has directed the govern- 
ment’s mineral exhibits, and as 
United States Commissioner he has 
sat on several international confer~ 
ences for petroleum. tests. 

“OU operators the world over—but, 
of course, principally tn this country 
—place a high value on his opinion. 
As the agent of Uncle Sam he has 
pointed out the path to riches which 
many have trodden, although his 
government employ has prevented 
hi treading the same paths. He is 
one of that great body of government 
scientiste that. with their rewards 
limited to small salaries and distinc- 
tion in their professions, have ma- 
terially increased the country’s 
wealth.

“LAWLESSNESS. 


A: 


{Walter Gordon Merritt in Ameri- 
can. Industries:] There devolves up- 
on the Federal Industrial Commission 
the responsibility and duty to survey 
the entire fleld of industrial evils, 
whether emanating from capital or la- 
bor, and to recommend measures for 
their cure. It would be recreant to 
its. opportunities as well as its obli- 
gations if it were to deal only with the 
abuses of organized labor and neglect 
those of capital, and its omission will 
be equally inexpiable if it faile to 
make adequate recommendations to 
meet the abuses of organized labor. It 
is firmly believed that we are suffering 
at present from a dangerous collapse 
of government in the treatment of in- 
dustriaj lawlessness. 

Organizations of workmen have 
been welcomed and encouraged in 
this country and the right to strike is 

ized as a defense 

But these bul- 

ks against oppression have become 
oppressors and have written into our 
history in recent years a manifestation 
of oppressive power so recklessly and 
inhumanly exercised, and industrial 
crimes of so grave a character, that 
even their true friends see the neces- 
sity for the firmer hand of govern- 
ment. Lawlessness and discontent 
have been encouraged, until there has 
grown up in our midst within the 
circles of organized labor, a group of 
law-breakers who, with pernicious 
sophistry, too often repudiate the 
ordinary elaims of decency and hu- 
manity. “I did what I did for a 
principle,” said a McNamara. To de- 
prive a nonconformist worker of his 
job and drive him from his trade: to 
destroy the property of those who em- 
play any non-union men; to reckless- 
ly attack the business of neutral and 
noncombatant merchants and manu- 
facturers; to dynamite, maim and 
murder—these practices; opposed to 
all standards of civilization and hu- 
manity, are prominent features of la- 
bor union activities at the present. 
But, with few exceptions no hand of 
organized labor has been raised to 
deter or discipline the wrongdoers. 
When serious books in defense of such 
@ position are plausibly written by in- 
timate observers, published by reputa- 
ble houses and issued for serious read- 
ing; when organized labor arrays it- 
se)f in argument and act against State 
and constabulary and militia, police 
and guards, injunctions, financial re-

PROVISIONS OF 
OIL LAND LEASE. 


GOVERNMENT'S 
AS REVEALED IN, 
AGREEMENT. 


. Blanks to be filled out by those who 
desire to take advantage of the act of 


| Congress of August 25, last, allowing 


oll operators on lands, title to which 
is in dispute with the government, to 
operate their holdings upon placing in 
escrow the amount of a royalty, have 
been sent out to local land offices by 
Clay Tallman, Commissioner of the 
General Land Office. . 

There are fifteen sections to the 
agreement. The first provides that the 
gartne may be cancelled by the Secre- 
tary of the Interior should any of the 
representations made by the operator 
be found untrue. The second provides 
that, pending the settlement of title to 
the land and the issuance of patent, 
the operator shall be permitted to op- 
erate the ground for oil or gas in ac- 
cordance with the rules laid down in 
the agreement, and not otherwise. The 
third requires that all development 
shall be done in a workmanlike man- 
ner so as to guard against waste. 

The fourth provides that contracts 
for the sale of oll from the land must 
be approved by the Secretary of the 
Interior. The fifth fixes the royalty at 
one-eighth of the gross receipts, and 
provides for statements in triplicate 
of all sales, one to go to the bank in 
which the money is deposited, one to 
the chief of the field division of the 
district where the property is located, 


‘land one for the operator. 


The sixth gives the Secretary of the 
Interior the right to change the pro- 
portion of the gross receipts to be de- 
posited as a royalty by giving thirty 
days’ notice to the operator, who in 
case the amount is increased may then 
terminate agreement, provided 
that he shall file in the proper United 
States land office notice of his inten- 
tion to terminate the same within ten 
days after receiving notification of the 


increase. 

Under section 7 all interest paid by 
the bank of deposit upon the money 
held in escrow shall be added to the 
game and held until the title to the 
land is determined, and upon such set- 
and interest 
alike shall go either to the operator 
or to the United States treasury, ac- 
cording to whether or not the oper- 
ator is finally given patent to the 
land 


Section No. 8 provides that, should 
patent be issued for a part of the land 
in dispute only, then the money in 
escrow shall be divided between the 
United States and the operator in the 
same proportion as the land to which 
patent may be issued bears to the en- 


lof the agreement, which

tire tract claimed by the operator and 
covered by the money in escrow. 

No. 9 provides that the Secretary 
of the Interior shall furnish purchas- 
ers of oil from the land in question 
and the bank of deposit with copies 
shall be 
deemed instructions to them as to 
their rights and duties thereunder. 
No. 10 gives the representatives of the 
Department of the Interior authority 
to inspect the property in question, its 
equipment and development, and the 
books and accounts of the operator 
from time to time, as the Secretary 
of the Interior may direct. _ 

No. 11 provides that, as long as the 
agreement remains in effect and oper- 
ations are conducted, and products 
sold strictly in accordance with its 
provisions, the money deposited in es- 
crow shall constitute satisfaction to 
the government in full for any claims 
for trespass or for oil extracted dur- 


tant provisions. 


GERMANY’S OIL SITUATION. 


Production and Refining its Being 

Fully Maintained in Alsace and 

Hanover. 

{Ol City Derrick:] It was stated 
at a recent board meeting that the 
business of the German Crude Oil 
Company had not yet been affected by 
the war, according to the Vossische 
Zeitung. The production of crude oil 
and the process of refining is being 
fully maintained in Alsace and also 
at Hanover, as, owing to the increaged 
demand for inland mineral oil prod- 
ucts, a large number of the officials 
and workmen have Seen re from 
all military obligations till .further 
notice. 

In consequence of the war the Aus- 
trian affiliated companies, especial 
those in Galicia, have: been able to 
continue the produaiion and prepata- 
tion of crude oll only in a very lm- 
ited way and they are mostly rely- 
ing on their stocks. bd 

Hitherto no damage worth men- 
tioning has been done to the factories 
situated in territory now occupied by 
the Ruasians. The Rumanian 
sources are affected, in view of the 
fact that transport by sea is com- 
pletely stopped, and export by rail 
to Austria-Hungary, principally 
transshipment to Germany, is a mat- 
ter of great difficulty, stoppages being 
frequent. 

The products of the affiliated con- 
cerns have been largely requisitioned 
by the national authorities. In view 
of the shortage which has arisen in 
consequence of the difficulties which 
attend the import of oll, the com-

Nearly every employer and work- 
man familiar with industrial disturb- 
ances, can truthfully affirm that there 
is hardly an executiv . court or Legis- 
lature which will act with sufficient 
promptitude and effectiveness to ade- 
quately protect the fundamental and 
unquestioned rights of citizenship then 
endangered. The government so often 
bargaine with the lawbreakers that 
many business men and workmen be- 
lieve there is no relief from the fi- 


prosecuting officers lest reprisals be 
made upon them from which the gov- 
ernment cannot or will not protect 
them. They fear to seek the courts 
in defense of their rights because of 
the many ways in which unions can 
wreak vengeance in defiance of law. 
Let those who doubt the truth of this 
statement endeavor to secure evidence 
and co-operation for the prosecution 
and repression of industrial crimes 
What builder in our large cities dares 
to litigate with organized labor? Gen- 
erally speaking, only those who are 
ready to drop that business. 

Because of the shortcomings of 
civil government, martial law has al- 
ready been declared in two or three 
States on account of disorders grow- 
ing out of the industrial question. 
Judge Cullen, the retiring chief judge 
of New York's highest court, said he 
always believed “that the subordina- 
tion of the military power to the civil 
power was an axiom for a free coun- 
try.” But is not the military power 
the desirable as well as the inevitable 
outcome if civil power is to be subor- 
dinated to lawlessness and disorder? 
Suppression of violence and protec- 
tion of rights by civil authorities is 
the only way to avoid such an issue. 
In April, 1914, officers of the United 
Mine Workers and the State Federa- 
tion of Labor of Colorado issued a 


This is civil war and insurrection, 
when men decide upon their own 
righte and go to war for them. If

Then there is peaceful tyranny. The 
annihilation of industrial Mberty in 
many communities and industries 
through a monopoly of organized la- 
bor, enforced by the boycott, often 
makes union membership a prerequi- 
site to the exercise of the ordinary 
rights of citizenship. Yet we theo- 
retically recognize the right of a non- 
union man to pursue his trade. 

To maintain and extend this labor 
monopoly, an organization has been 
formed to drive the non-union man 
from industry and open-shop prod- 
ucts from commerce. Through its 
30,000 local unions scattered among 
the industrial centers of the country, 
its 1600 agents, ever zealous and 
active, the wonderful American Fed- 
eration of Labor, fathered by the 
genius of Samuel Gompers, outflanks 
and-presses back the unorganized. 
Under the direction of the national 


‘bor, is: monopoly and despotism of a 


head, from which they received their 
charters, State federations and city 
councils unite the local unions for 
attacks upon merchants and con- 
tractors who purchase non-union 
goods. A hundred union labels in as 
many trades proclaim labor's ap- 
Pproval of their wares. This national 
system of proscription is the very es- 
sence of the federation’s purposes, 
and from the beginning has been pro- 
vided for in its constitution. The fed- 
eration “will never abandon the boy- 
cott,” says Mr. Gompers, and he re- 
fers to the secondary boycott. All 
threats against it are “idle, impudent 
and impotent.” Search. tse records 
from convention proceedings to 
monthly federationists and the week- 
ly news letters, and you will find it 
the. principal industry; count its roll 
of victims and they exceed 500. Nor 
are there any illusions about this 
work .of destruction; it “spells ruin 
and bankruptcy to the boycotted” and 
is advocated though it starve a man 


to make it lawful. 

Foreing all opportunities of em- 
ployment in any industry under the 
domination and control of one or- 
ganization, either of capital or la- 


dangerous and hateful character. It 
militates against the spirit: of our in- 
stitutions ond s loudly for some 
law forbidding combinations to drive 
either union or non-union men out of 
industry. To permit one is to pro- 
voke and. permit the other, and will 
lead to an organized war of exclusion 
of a magnitude yet unknown. . 

Attempts to drive open-shop prod- 
ucts out of commerce which are a 
Phase of this war of exclusion, also 
violate the anti-trust laws. 

The first consideration is the su- 
premacy of law and order. 

The second in importance is the re- 
lation and responsibility of organized 
labor to organized society. 

Unions should be made suable and 
responsible for the acts of their 
servants and delegates. 

The country at large, and employ- 
ers and employees in particular, 
should be protected against an or- 
ganized policy of exclusion to drive 
the non-union man, open-shop em- 
ployers and open-shop products out 
of industry. A law should be recom- 
mended forbidding any combination 
of persons to drive either union or 
non-union men out of industry. It 
would mean justice and protection to 
both organized and unorganized. 

The effort to drive open-shop prod- 
ucts out of commerce is a phase of 
this war of exclusion and also violates 
the anti-trust law. The commission 
should make clear that such efforts 
are unjust and oppressive.

A European war breaks 
out, the financial stream of barrowed 
money flowing to Australia is cut off, 
and imm tely labor govern- 
ments and other governments are face 
to face with the problem of how to 
carry on works and maintain employ- 
ment. Parliaments are rushed with 
moratorium bills suspending payments 
of mortgages, and there is a clamor for 
public and private capital to be ex- 
pended in order to keep the wheels of 
industry moving and men employed. 
And yet we have been told over and 
over again that the capitalist was the 
greatest enemy that the workers had, 
and that this country could very well 
get along without the introduction of 
foreign capital. Political economists 
of this class are now receiving what 
should prove to be the mogt valuable 
object lesson of their lives. ° 
Meanwhile, owing to this disloca- 
tion of business, government and pri- 
vate employers have been compelled to 
put thelr hands on quarter or If 
time, with the result that production 
is being reduced and national wealt 
lessened, the influence of which will 
all be felt in due course. Almost daily 
in every Parliament throughout the 
commonwealth there are complaints of 
unemployment, and this is particular- 
ly the case in States controlled by 
labor governments. The reason is that 
governments in Australia have become 
the largest employers, because of the 
popular policy of increasing State 
ownership at the expense of legitimate 
enterprise. The employment of private 
capital and private energy in the bulld- 
ing up of industrial concerns has been 
systematically discouraged; and it is 
popularly regarded as something ap- 
proaching a crime for any man to 
launch out and become a big employer 
of labor. The larger his pay roll grows 
the more he is attacked, and the more 
he is harassed by inspectors and reg- 
ulations and Acts of Parliament, until 
the natural result is beginning to op- 
erate, and it is increasingly difficult to 
induce capital to engage in any indus- 
try where labor is employed. The one 
thing needful in this country is a 
broader outlook on industrial affairs, 
and a recognition of the truth that the 
interests of capital and labor are mu- 
tual, and not antagonistic. Until that 
time comes, and there is a cessation 
of the senseless attacks on capital and 
employers, there are bound to be hard 
times for the wage-earners and a repe-/ 
tition of “half-times” and very often 
“no times.”

PRESCOTT (Ariz.) Jan. 1.—Work 
has been resumed on the Clara mines 
of the Swansea Consolidated Com- 
pany at Swansea, in Northern Yuma 
county, under direction of the re- 
ceiver of the bankrupt corporation. 
The shafts are being pumped out and 
@ general plan of exploration of the 
ore bodies has been determined upon. 
There is no intention of trying to start 
up the smelter. The ore produced, in- 
cluding much already on the dumps, 
will be shipped to the Humboldt 
smelter, where it will have fluxing 


value in its excess of iron oxides. 
The Copper-Gold Consolidated Min- 
ing Company is the title of a new cor- 
poration formed to work the merged 
Henrietta, Gladstone and McCabe 
groups in the McCabe section. Eng- 
lish capital is.said to be backing the 
gt eae is under charge of Lon 


The Henriejja is to be explored at 
once on a large scale. Next the Gilad- 
stone and McCabe , each about 
1000 feet deep, are to be unwatered. 
The Henrietta was purchased from 
the company, and the other 
groups from the Model Mining Com- 
pany. 

On Christmas morning a forty-ton 
Niasen mill was started on the Dun- 
kirk mine, with 2500 tons of milling 
ore on the dump. Though the mill is 
small, it is considered netably well 
equipped. The property has been ac- 
quired by D. M. Clark apd George A.

AT COPPER QUEEN.

BISBEE (Ariz.) Jan. 1.—Many 

changes have been made of Iiate 
around the we r Queen workings. 
Most of the o shaft-head power 
plants have been removed, power now 
mainly coming from the company’s 
central plant. The Czar boiler plant 
has been overhauled and wi™ be kept 
in effective shape, to furnish steam 
for pumping during such rainy peri- 
ode as iately known, when surface 
water comes in torrents through sur- 
face seams. 
The precipitation plant has been 
moved from the Czar to near Lowell, 
a much more convenient location, 
where a larger system of troughs is 
being operated. The company’s saw- 
mill has been moved from the Hol- 
brook shaft to the Gardner, where 
timbers now are framed for the whole 
200 miles of underground workings 
and distributed by surface railway 
spurs to all the shafts. 

At the Gardner also has been es- 
tablished a plant for sharpening al! 
the drill steel and picks of the several 
shafts, transported by a motor truck. 
All drill steel is tested and inferior 
metal is discarded. 

About all the ore is hoisted in skips 
at the Sacramento shaft, the center of 
a dozen miles of haulage drifts. As 
there are all sorts of underground 
conditions, no hard-and-fast method 
of ore extraction is used. 

The old square-set methods have 


jgenerally proven best in past years, 


but latterly others are being tried. It 
has been found also that much ore re- 
jected in the earlier days of the mines 
now has value, so work has been re- 
sumed in the Holbrook and Czar 
ground that ha@ been assumed 
stripped of value long ago.

Looking Up. 


OPPORTUNITIES ABOUND 
IN THE ALASKAN FIELD. 


Great Future for Vast Northern Territory is Foreseen 

as Result of Proposed Government Railroad and Re- 

lease of Coal Reserves Under Leasing Bill—Fewer 
People are “Coming Out” for Winter than Usual. 


HE Alaska people are “coming 
they refer to migrating 
to the United States for the win- 
ter months. In fact, most of those 
who are arriving from the Yukon 


have already come, and are distribut- 
ed along the Pacific Coast—this year 
Principally about San Francisco and 
in Southern California. It is hardly 
probable that Washington and Oregon’ 
will appeal to Alaskans in the future 
as in the past. 
The number of people who have 
“come out" is much smaller than for 
many years, owing to the brightening 
prospects in Alaskan affairs. The pro- 
posed construction of the government 
railway, and the possibility of mining 
coal for fuel under the leasing law 
passed by the last Congress, have 
conduced to a wonderful change. 
Only those who Rave been inter- 
ested financially in Alaska can know 
of the unfortunate situation that has 
obtained there since the conservation 
policies were put into effect, and the 
resources of the territory practically 
tied up. Thousands have been ruined 
and have departed. It has required 
hearts of iron to remain in the face 
of the discouraging conditions which 
have prevailed. 
With the exception of very few lo- 
calities fuel is absolutely necessary to 
the mining operations in-Alaska. The 
gravel is frozen below the depth of a 
few feet and is mined out with steam 
pointsa—that is, steam from a boiler 
located on the surface, conducted 
through pipes down into the work- 
ings, where it passes through a hose 
to a nozzle of pipe, and is applied 
to the face of the frozen gravel. With 
good pressure the work is quite 
rapid, and the blocks of gravel are 
melted out and are later hoisted onto 
the dumps, to be sluiced during the 
Summer months. 
The “steam point” method is in 
vogue on the second and third beaches 
at Nome, and on the creeks around 
Fairbanks, in the Tanana courtry— 
and with fuel at a reasonable price 
could be applied in nearly all of the 
deep workings in Alaska. But when 
it is taken into consideration that 
there is not a tree as large as a man’s 
leg within a hundred miles of Nome, 
and that the timber has been pretty 
well exhausted around Fairbanks, the 
necessity for coal becomes apparent. 
HIGH COAL PRICES. 

At Nome ji ritish coal has been 
bringing $20 up >er tan, and at Fair- 
banks a few do: irs more. These 


workings, where the return is sure, 
But they preclude prospecting and de- 
velopment work on a small scale. It 
is not surprising then that the output 
fof gold from Alaska has fallen off 
during the past few. years. 

With coal, of which there is Plenty 
in Alaska, ranging even around $8 per 
ton, the possibilities in Alaska are un- 
limited. There is no doubt but that 


many times over in the next few 
years. 

The richest workings are, probably, 
the second beach mines at Nome, that 
were flooded a few years ago. It is 
understood that these have _ been 
frozen again, so they are now ready 
for working—and cheap coal will help 
a at deal. ; 

n the Kuskowim there are v 
rich workings, that cheap coal will 
open up. Hundreds of claims, known 
to be fabulously rich, are just wait- 
ing the application of the “steam 
point” to yield their wealth. The shal- 
low workings in this district have paid 
and the people are very hopeful of 
the future under the new conditions. 

Cleary, and other creeks around 
Fairbanks are vigorously calling for 
coal, which will probably be brought 
around from the Katilla or Matinsuka 
fields by boat until the government 
railroad reaches Fairbanks. While 
there is considerable soft lignite in 
the Alaska mountains in their slope 
toward the Yukon, it is thought it 
will pay to transport anthracite and 
other hard coals from Cordova or Se- 
ward, around by the Bering Sea and 
the Yukon, and up the Tanana slough. 
Alaska Is penetrated by a remarkable 
series of waterways and once the coal 
is released a way will readily be found | 
to bring it to the point of vantage. 

The foregoing relates to “placer” 
mining, for even though the gravel is 
mined, it is siluiced and otherwise 
treated as placer. But it is from the 
quartz mines that the great wealth of 
Alaska is to comé, according to all 
experts who have considered the sub- 
ject. So far very little has been said 
of quartz mining in Alaska, for the 
reason that the lack of fuel has made 
development work impossible, in most 
cases. 

QUARTZ MINING. 

But those who go to Alaska have 
not overlooked the quartz, and many 
prospects richer than anything discoy- 
ered elsewhere have been located. At 
Nome nearly 5000 quartz claims have 
been filed, and I am informed that at 
Fairbanks the number is quite as 
large. These claims are not “guesses,” 
but the richest kind of prospects, giv. 
ing promise of fabulous wealth below. 

With the railroad and cheap coal 
will come an era of quartz develop- 
ment in Alaska-——-the gathering of the 
cream where only the skim-milk has 
been available heretofore—the time 
when work may be done all the year 
round instead of just a few months. 
There are several quartz mines in op- 
eration in Alaska, and the fact that 
they have survived the past lean years 
speaks well for the prospects of oth- 
ers to be opened. : 

é FAIRBANKS’ FUTURE. 


Fairbanks, located on the Tanana 
Siough, a navigable stream, seems des- 
tined to benefit greatiy by the future 
development of Alaska. It is already 
a fine little city of about 15,000 thm- 
habitants, supplied with all modern 
conveniences and necessities. Con- 
nected by a railroad connecting with 
the coal mines near the coast, it will 
become a very important mining and 
shipping center. Some of the richest 
samples of quartz ore the writer has 
ever seen were taken out of prospects 
near this city. 

The climate of Fairbanks is consid- 
ered fine; it is never very hot in the 
summer, and in the winter the ther- 
mometer seldom registers lower than

various forage crops as well as grain. 
Very many varieties of vegetables are 
grown successfully, and 
in most cases is superior to that of 
those grown in the States, because of 
quick growth, due to the fact that 
there is practically no night during 
the summer months. Inhabitants of 
Fairbanks claim that their strawber- 
ries are the finest on earth, and they 
are more than half right. P 

From Fairbanks coal and supplies 
can be distributed up and down the 
Yukon and to the creeks in all direc- 
tions when the government railroad is 
built. This will give impulse to a 
movement of progress in Alaskan de- 
velopment that will yield wealth be- 
yond the most sanguine expectations 
of the people of the United States. 

Next to the Fairbanks district, the 
most immediate effect of cheap coal 
on quarts mining will be in the Seward 
Peninsular, in the Nome district. The 
reports of the United States Geological 
Survey state that prospects in this dis- 
trict are among the richest in the 
world. (The writer discovered on the 
top of Anvil Mountain an outcrop of 
quarts so rich in gold that plenty of 
nuggets as large as a shot could be 
it.) But while thou- 
sands of claims have been located, 
very little development work has been 
done, because of the high cost of fuel. 
In this district experts say there is 
more gold than in any similar area in 
the world. It is convenient to the 
coast, and the country is not difficult 
to build roads over. In fact, the gov- 
ernment has built a splendid system 
of earth roads among the placer 
mines, and no doubt would do the 
same for quartz mines. ere is also 
a railroad running from Nome to 8Sal- 
mon Lake, which is on the edge of 
the rich quartz district. : 

OTHER METALS FOUND. 

But the Seward Peninsular is not 
limited to gold, for all known metals 
are to be found there. The streams 
are full of tin nuggets, which indi- 
cate that there is a ledge somewhere 
in the vicinity. These nuggets vary 
from the size of an egg to that of 
a man’s head, and are nearly pure 
tin. With cheap fuel and transporta- 
tion it would pay to reduce them, as 
the quantity is enormous. Wherever 
there are mountains in Alaska there 
is mineral—mineral in such quantities 
as not to be found elsewhere in the 


The government introduced reindeer 
into the Seward Peninsular several 
years ago, and they have now spread 
over a area—domesticated, of 
course. They are taking the place of 
the elk that seem to be disappearing, 
and in the course of time they are 
destined to be very numerous all over 
the vast reaches of the Yukon Val)- 
ley, the Tanana country and the slopes 
to the Arctic Ocean. Millions of acres 
supply, at all times of the year, the 
natural food of the reindeer. Rein- 
deer meat is better than beef and will 
solve part of the food problem, at 
least, in the great development period 
that les before Alaska. 

“WATCHFUL WAITING.” 


The season in Alaska this year has 
been one of “watchful waiting” on 
the part of those who have rge 
capital to invest, and hard work on 
the part of those who we “short.” 
It ia impossible as yet to mate the 
output of gold, but it probably will 
be up to the average of the last few 
years. But next year there will un- 
doubtedly be a la increase, for 
many people who |! under the dis- 


ery | couragement of the past few years are 


preparing to go back and begin over 
again, and many newcomers will be 
attracted by the improved prospects. 
Los Angeles and Southern Califor- 
nia will benefit as much, or possibly 
more, from the development of Alaska 
than any other eéction. For already 
hundreds of the most progressive and 
wealthy of the Alaskans have their 
winter homes here, and each year 
sees an increase in the number. In 
the past there have been a number 
of outfits sent from this city, and with 
the opening of the quartz mines much 
of. the heavy machinery will go from 
here; also, supplies of every descrip- 
tion. It is not beyond the range of 
poasibilities that within the next two 
years a regular line of steamers will 
be plying between Los Angeles Har- 
bor and Alaskan ports. It is safe to 
say that five out of every ten men 
who make money in the new Alaska 
will buy homes in Southern Califor- 
nia, for they have been headed this 
way, and few of them will subject 
their families to the long, black win-

Movement in Oklahoma to Have

BAKERSFIELD, Jan. 1.—Organiza- 

tion of the oul producers of Mexico 


to protect their mutual interests is 


strongly urged in an editorial in a 
Spanish weekly journal devoted to the 
interests of the industry, published in 
Mexico City. One of the principal rea- 
sons for thus organizing, the jouras!l 
points out, ie that there is a strong 
movement in Oklahoma to induce the 
United States Congress to exclude all 
Mexican oll from the American mar- 
ket by a protective tariff duty, and 
further, that the Oklahomans are 
strongly organized, while the Mexi- 
can interests are entirely without 
union. 

The editorial says that M. A. Spel- 
lacy is the only operator in Mexico 
who spoke up in defense of Mexican 
oil and pleaded for its admission to 
the American markets when the Okla- 
homans fought to have it excluded. In 
this action, it is stated that he spoke 
not only for his own rights but also 
for those of all the oil operators in 


Mexico. 

The editorial also emphasizes the 
fact that there are many other mat- 
ters of vital importance to the Mexi- 
can petroleum business that can be 
handled only by the joint action of the 
producers, such as that of legislation 
and freight rates. 


Mexico's Prospects. 

Homer Katze of Bakersfield has just 
received a letter from his brother, 
Mark Katee, now in Mexico City, who 
writes that he finds things very quiet 
in the Mexican capital now, and that 
he expects a settlement between the 
w factions within ninety days.

No. $. an 
Indian-made arrowhead, what rock? 
No. 10, what is this? No. 11 seems 
to be different from the other sam- 
ples, is it lime crystal or what?

A.: No, 1 Is far from pure sulphur, 
nevertheless, by prospecting deeper 
you may find a better grade. There 
is a spongiform variety of aluminum 
silicate in the mags. Soda and potash 
sparingly present. No. 2 is a com- 
mercially valuable “alum” ore, with 
“iron alum” present. No. 3 is crys- 
tallized gypsum, variety selenite, and 
of good commercial grade. No. 4 is 
a twig of ancient times; it is‘not coral, 
and it is not strictly petrified. Lime 
and soda present in and on the coat- 
ing. The sample can be referred to 
as altered or embalmed wood. No, 6 
is impure amethystine quartz.

Q.: We believe that you are acting 
in good faith in submitting queries. 
To obtain tungstic acid (tungsten tri- 
oxide) from,.a metallic tungstate, sim- 
ply add nitric acid to the substance 
and decompose it with heat; tungstic 
acia is precipitated of a canary-yel- 
low color. Subject the tungstic acid to 
heat and it becomes of an orange color 
while hot, returning to its canary-yel- 
low color when cold. To get percent- 
ages by weight is easily accomplished 
ou. 

The three oxides of tungsten do not 
possess basic properties, and there are 
no salts of tungsten in which the 
metal replaces the hydrogen of anh 
acia. Tungsten trioxide shows acid 
tendencies, and unites with basic me- 
tallic oxides giving crystallizabie salts 
known as tungstates. 

It may be well to add that tungsten 
is classified as a metal chiefly owing 
to its heavy weight. In chemistry and 
‘physics it is a non-metal.
